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DERMATITIS PEDIS FROM OVERTREATMENT 
OF DERMATOPHYTOSIS

Tue wave of fear that has swept this eran 4 in recent years concerning 
fungus diseases of the human foot makes this a timely topic for con- 
sideration by our profession. It is of paramount importance to us at 
resent because we stand at the threshold of public recognition as the 
ogical group of practitioners, endowed by training and experience, to 
give expert care to the feet. : 


The sponsoring of the Annual Award Contest on fungus diseases of 
the foot allows wide latitude for the examination of various aspects of 
the subject for the scientific advancement of the profession, particularly 
since there is no skin disease of any part of the body that is as common 
as fungus diseases of the feet. There are more chemicals and remedies 
on the market for this class of disorder than for all other skin diseases 
combined. For these reasons the human foot has become the target of 
chemical abuse, lay and professional. 


To a great extent, abuses result from self-diagnosis and treatment fos- 
tered in lay publications. The feet are painted, powdered, bathed and 
smeared with lotions, salves and powders until they scream for mercy. 
The shoes are smelly with chemicals and are caked on the inside with 
fungicidal powders. These patients are usually convinced that the cause 
of their misery is “athlete’s foot.” It never occurs to them that it is 
dermatitis pedis caused by overtreatment. Advertising channels implore 
these sufferers to try their remedies to soothe the aggravated symptoms, 
but terminatin with the opposite effect. Patients who shop long enough 
to make a collection of tinctures, lotions, salves, powders, and other 
concoctions eventually become victims of the irritants and sensitizers 
found in nearly all of these preparations. Indeed, Americans have become 
a nation of foot daubers! 
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The offending therapeutic chemicals causing dermatitis pedis include 
the following: 
Organic mercurials 
Benzocaine 
Phenol 
Merthiolate 
Tars and derivatives 


In addition to the above named, iodine, salicylic acid, cresol com- 
pounds, and the sulfonimides were found to be frequent causes of thera- 
peutic dermatitis. The mercurials were found to be the only therapeutic 
chemicals causing high index sensitization of a type with follicular in- | 
volvement when patch-tested on more than 400 cases, with positive reac- | 


tions in 40 per cent. A highly sensitized person reacts to organic and 
inorganic compounds. A low sensitized person reacts to aqueous merthi- 
olate 1:5,000 but not to the tincture, nor to mercuric chloride, metaphen, | 
mercurochrome, or ammoniated mercury. Previous exposure to a mer- 
curial always produces a positive patch test. Exposures included mercu- 
rial therapy of skin diseases, antiseptics during surgery, painting on cuts, | 
scratches, and minor burns. 
Tissue reactions of sensitization to mercurials are more commonl 
observed on the extremities. When an area is treated with a mercurial, 
healing or involution takes place in 3 to 5 days. However, quite suddenl 
an erythematous ring appears, followed by edema and a gaping wound, 
the base pushes to the surface, and a creamy pus exudes, or the area 
of dermatitis exacerbates, weeping and spreading. This condition is 
usually misdiagnosed as infection, and more of the mercurial is applied. 
In a few days there is to be noted a vesicular, pale erythematous derma- | 
titis spreading peripherally from the former site. 


A mercurial dermatitis involutes slowly, requiring weeks for the 
initial lesion to heal. Skin sensitization and severity depends on future 
mercurial applications. Hair follicles and sweat glands are affected 
primarily. Mercurial dermatitis has been observed from potassium mer- 
curic iodide mercurophen, amalgam filling, cinnabar, ammoniated mer- 
cury, merthiolate, phenyl-mercuric nitrate, yellow mercuric oxide, meta- 
phen, and mercury bichloride. Sensitization properties reside within the 
mercury ion, plus tissue reaction—erythema, edema, vesiculation, and 
exudation. Tissue sensitization parallels the index of sensitization. 

Some dermatologists suggest that all mercurial preparations designed 
for cutaneous application carry a warning on the label of the presence of 
a sensitizing agent. Observations of the past confirm the importance 
of such a warning. A skin shorn of its protective layers is favorable soil 
for mercurial sensitization. 

A compilation of the chemicals in dermatologic textbooks and litera- 
ture, of value in dermatophytosis, classifies the active ingredients under 
the following headings: 


Metallic compounds ..................../.Total 40 
Plant products .......... Total 22 


Prevention and prophylaxis are in a muddled state of affairs, some 
writers prescribing a routine as complicated as Hasselbalch’s equation 
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while others called this useless nonsense and potentially harmful. The 
fungicidal foot bath is an illustration of the pros and cons of controlling 
or spreading the fungi, depending upon the point of view taken. Im- 
pregnating shoes, slippers, stockings, and floors of shower baths and 

athrooms with fungicidal chemicals has not deterred the intertriginous 
dermatophytes in their work. This failure led to roentgen and radium 
rays, refrigerants and iontophoresis, aided and abetted by sandpaper, 
pumice stone and knives, scrapers and motor-driven burrs. Recently it 
was proposed that the toenails be eradicated. If surgeons enter the fight 
against the dermaphytes, the lesser toes and perhaps the foot may become 
casualties and be removed, a type of heroic treatment that is bound 
to cure. 

These forms of prevention, prophylaxis, and therapy frustration have 
not been confined to research laboratories or within the sphere of clinical 
investigation. It has invaded the practice of physicians and chiropodists 
all over the country. Advertising periodicals, published ‘by manufacturers 
of pharmaceuticals and chemicals, arrive oe at intervals, extolling the 
| virtues of specifics for a minent medical authorities are 
quoted in support of the products recommended. 
| This type of advertising does not end with the physician or the chi- 
ropodist. It has found its way into the American home. Daily, weekly, 
| and monthly periodicals display urgent messages on the diagnosis, treat- 
ment, and prevention of athlete’s foot. 

It is an indication that when the skin of the human foot manifests 
symptoms of itching, stinging, burning and smarting that it has become 
ill. he signs point to the kind and severity of the illness. These signs 
and symptoms require a proper diagnosis with the same thoroughness 
as is accorded to conditions of other parts of the body. Microscopic 
examination and cultural studies ought to be mandatory. Clinical diag- 
nosis should be confirmed by microscopic examination in each case. Der- 
matitis pedis also requires a routine blood, urine, and serologic exam- 
ination. Until a positive diagnosis is reached, nursing care of the pedal 
| skin is indicated. All cutaneous proprietaries are contraindicated in 
the meantime. Attention should be directed to diagnosis and away from 
| treatment. This will be the — professional contribution in bringing 
about a decline in the incidence of overtreatment dermatitis pedis. 


Comment 

Because of the mounting tragedies from self-treatment of skin diseases, 
and the actual and potential danger of many of the accepted professional 
remedies, it is respectfully urged that cutaneous oils, creams, salves, 
lotions, tinctures, and powders be chemically and pharmacologically 
examined by a National Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry, to prove 

; the merit or demerit of each preparation on the market, the results to 
be made known through the medium of THe Journat of the N.A.C. 
Years ago the tragedies from self-medication brought an end to oral 
dosing; a similar effort through an appropriate chiropodial Council can 
put an end to foot daubing. Lane stated that improper therapy causes 
more visits to the dermatologist than any other skin disease. 

In order to carry out this program in the field of cutaneous drugs, it is 
suggested that each topical cutaneous proprietary be defined in terms 
of dosage, indications and contraindications, and declare each thera- 
peutic agent according to chemical and pharmacologic properties. For 
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example, if benzoic acid is a useful topical drug, its dosage should be 
defined in per cent strength, indications and contraindications, giving 
its specific uses, if any. If this procedure is adopted for each cutaneous 
chemical, the long list of textbook prescriptions and the countless pro- 
prietaries will automatically fall into their proper place in the arma- 
mentarium of the cogs yews Depending on the signs and symptoms 
presented by the skin, chiropodist will then know the proper treat- 
ment indicated, with a minimum of risk. All acceptable vehicles should 
be individually defined and kept as simple as possible in order to more 
readily apprehend adverse reactions. 

There is a need of defining methods of testing cutaneous drugs. Mem- 
bers of our profession are frequently in receipt of literature from manu- 
facturers explaining the tests applied to their product by eminent authori- 
ties and found safe for professional use. It must ‘be emphasized that 
such tests may be true for the normal skin, the protective barriers (the 
pit. the lipoid coating, the horny mantle) withstanding 48-hour contacts; 

ut what of the one-week or two-week contacts, especially if the effects 
of a given product were tried on a skin shorn of its protective mantle 
or is eczematized? 

A product may prove harmless when outside the cutaneous protective 
barriers, yet prove violently toxic when in contact with living epidermal 
cells, nerve corpuscles and the cutis. The history of a certain remedy 
helping for a few days, yet followed by a sudden flare-up, has been ob- 
served in private practice for a number of years. There seems to be a 
close kinship between industrial chemicals proved to be a leading cause 
of dermatitis, such as tars, oils, greases, resins, solvents, soaps, and alkali, 
and the cutaneous chemicals commonly found in leading textbooks and 
proprietaries. To treat cases of industrial dermatitis with cutaneous drugs 
containing irritants of the nature considered in this paper, is to add fuel 
to fire. Hence the importance of properly classifying all skin remedies 
according to indication. 


Summary 

In over 400 cases of dermatologic patients, the past-treatment patch 
test = sere reactions in 40 per cent to one or more of the 
remedies used. 

Dermatitis is caused more frequently by the “big three”—mercury, 
phenol, and benzocaine. 

All mercurials should carry a warning of the presence of a sensitizer. 

A frequent error is made in considering the cutaneous tissue reaction 
from topical chemicals as being an infection. 

Dermatitis pedis requires a complete differential diagnosis. The use 
of a remedy on the assumption that a fungus condition is present lends 
encouragement to the abhorred practice of daubing. 

Steps ought to be taken to prevent commercial appropriation of scien- 
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tific reports and formulas, and to set up a Council to judge the maturity 
of new therapeutic and diagnostic procedures before they fall into the 
hands of the unscrupulous and produce the overtreatment tragedies now 
increasingly prevalent. 

Finally, an intelligently conceived educational program based on the 
principles of preventive and hygienic dermatology, upholding this pro- 
gram with both hands, not daubing with one, will aid in overcoming the 
curse of overtreatment dermatitis pedis.

SOME SYSTEMS FOR CONDUCTING FOOT HEALTH 
EXAMINATIONS AMONG SCHOOL CHILDREN 


DR. LAWRENCE CUMINGS

FoR sOME TIME, Chiropodists have been interested in promulgating a 
any 8 of adequate foot health in the elementary and secondary schools. 

his has been demonstrated by repeated attempts at examination of 
children in the schools, as well as by public information projects. In one 
state, Massachusetts, foot health examinations have been made compul- 
sory among students, except that the certifying officer is the physician. 

In New York State, as in other parts of the gst | a determination 
arose to try and effect a recognized plan of foot health examinations by 
podiatrists. 

With this in mind a “Committee on Health and Physical Education” 
was formed by the Podiatry Society of the State of New York in 1944, 
formulating a continuous program of foot examinations and health edu- 
cation in the schools. 

Because of the high concentration of students in New York City, sug- 
gesting a representative survey, it was decided to institute the experi- 
mental plans here. The systems evolved, in wey with the Board 
of Education and the Department of Health of the City of New York, 
are as follows: 


| I. Organization of Committee on Health and Physical Education: 
A. State Committees 
B. Divisional Committees 


II. Functions of Committees: 
A. State 

1. Act as liaison between Board of Education, Department of 
Health, State Society and Divisions. 

2. Stimulate the Board of Education and the Department of 
Health with regard to the subject of Foot Health. 

3. Develop ideas, plans, etc., for stimulating foot health con- 
sciousness among teachers, parents and students, as well as 


| 
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execute these plans. This may be accomplished in coopera- 
tion with the Committee on Public Information. 


- Compile and analyze the statistics derived from the examina- 


tions. These statistics are submitted to the various agencies 
concerned. It is suggested here that any statistics which are 
compiled should be employed with caution, for scientific 
es only, as they are the property of all agencies con- 
cerned.

III. Technics of Conducting Examinations: 
A. Simple Survey Method 


. Gymnasium Method: 


Classroom Plan: 


This method requires a minimal amount of time and effort 
on the part of the examiner and less confusion for the teacher 
and pupil. It is also a more personalized examination and 
does not carry the distaste and suggested haste that the mass 
examination always implies. 

It is based upon the fact that the examiner may successfully 
examine the average school class of forty students in one hour. 
It consists on the examiner going to the class and examining 
each student, in the sitting and standing positions at his desk. 
The student places a clean sheet of paper on the floor on 
which to stand. 

Any time left after the examination may be utilized by the 
examiner in giving a short, non-specific and non-technical 
talk to the class and the teacher. The examiner collects 
all exam forms (Fig. I) notes the acute cases for immediate 
attention of school authorities. 


This method is used where it is difficult for the school authori- 
ties to evolve a system of retaining students in their class- 
rooms for a specified period, as in large schools, or where 
departmental activities may interfere, or where mixed classes 
of boys and girls are found it might be impractical to separate 
them, or in the event that there are an insufficient number 
of examiners to assign one to each class. 

Technic: Chairs are previously arranged in the gym in groups 
of four to five chairs in a line, faced by one chair to be used 
by the examiner. The students come to the gym with their 
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examination forms (Fig. I) filled out, and a clean sheet of 
paper on which to stand. 

They are directed to the chairs in a continuous stream, and 
are there examined. The examiner isolates the acute cases 
for immediate attention. 

The aforementioned methods are used primarily for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a gross picture of the foot health needs 
of the students. 


The most desirable type of examination, and now in use in New York 
State Schools, is a detailed examination similar to the complete office 
routine examination. Under this plan, the podiatrist is assigned to a 
school, and examines students at an approximate rate of two hours for 
fifteen students. The extent of the examination includes the steps set 
forth on the podiatric examination form (Fig. Il) which the New York 
State Committee formulated and had appproved by the Board of Educa- 
tion and the Bureau of Child Hygiene of the Department of Health. 
All findings are noted in detail and finally in summary on the student's 

iatric health record, as well as general health record, as similarly done 
in dental and general medical examinations. Advice, which has never 
before been given at an examination, is now given at the time of the

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examination, and is also noted on the record. This advice includes 
information on footgear, foot hygiene, gait, etc., along with a demon- 
stration of proper footgear, as well as distribution of literature. Follow-u 
of this advice takes place within one month by the members of the school 
health education staff, who are orientated in this field. In these cases 
an unannounced re-examination by the podiatrist is given five months 
from the date of the examination. 


Only the following types of cases are selected for referral and follow-up 
by the School Nurse: Disorders of the foot which show: 
(a) subjective symptoms 
(b) limitation of function 
(c) deformities 
(d) structural abnormalities 
(e) ingrowing toenails 
(f) mycotic infections 
(g) verrucae 
(h) other acute dermatopodic conditions 


When there are positive findings, and referral becomes necessary, a 
record of the findings and outcome of the follow-up are placed on the 
student’s health records. Acute cases, depending upon the disorder, are 
followed up at the proper time to assure that the proper steps were taken. 

As a result of these examinations the student will be classified according 
to the following system of grouping: 


Group I—Composed of those students having no disorders and for 
whom no follow-up is required. 


Group IIl—Composed of those students having disorders for which 
advice with regard to footgear, gait, hygiene, etc., was given and 
for whom follow-up is indicated. 


Group I1I—Composed of those students requiring immediate profes- 
sional care and follow-up. 


The parent is notified before the examination that the child is to be 
examined by a member of the Association, and the result of the exami- 
nation is noted on a special form (Fig: II1) and sent to the parent with 
recommendation. 


Arrangements have also been made, with member podiatrists, to pro- 
vide gratis treatment, in their offices, for students who, as a result of these » 
examinations, have been directed to obtain professional care, and who 
are unable to pay for this care and also unable to obtain clinic treatment. 
Requests of this nature are made through the principal of the school, 
who acts as the certifying agent and contacts the Division Committee. 


It is our studied opinion that the foot health examination of the stu- 
dent, by the podiatrist, is to be looked upon as a regular part of the 
complete school health i, in the not too far distant future in all 
communities. All public health and health education officials with 
whom we have discussed the program seem in complete agreement that 
a more detailed foot examination must be included for the school child 
and that the podiatrist is the specialist to conduct this examination.

INDUSTRIAL FOOT HEALTH COMMITTEE COMPLETES 
PILOT SURVEY AT DUPONT CORP. PLANT 


Dr. L. A. Watsn, Chairman of the N.A.C. Industrial Foot Health Com- 
mittee, has submitted a final report on the foot health survey conducted 
at the DuPont Corp. in Wilmington, Delaware. The N.A.C. Industrial 
Foot Survey printed form was used in this project. The routine instruc- 
tions which are provided with the forms were followed. ; 


THE FOOT SURVEY FORM 


1—The form is arranged to enable the examiner to obtain information 
and efficiently. 

2—The form is intended to provide only information which is easily 
obtained. Do not consume time in special diagnostic procedures. Where 
necessary to make a more complete examination require the person to 
return when the examiner can devote more time for this purpose. Sched- 
ule a special period for such cases if advisable. 

3—Make all arrangements in advance regarding the time, place, facili- 
ties, equipment and routine to be followed during the survey. 

4—Be thoroughly familiar with the form and rehearse the routine prior 
to beginning the survey. 

5—Fill in the and occupation. 
This may be done by an assistant. (Sections 1 to 4 on form.) 

6—Only a few questions are necessary— 


a—Does your work involve standing, walking, lifting or sitting?

b—What injuries or illnesses have you had in the past? (Section 6 
on form. 

c—Do you have any trouble with your feet or shoes? (Section 7 
on form.) 


7—From here on check gait—posture—shoes and the list of conditions. 
Detailed location or description of “helomata, etc.” is unnecessary. Simply 
note that the condition is present. 

8—Notes can be made on special considerations at the time of exami- 
nation which will serve to guide the examiner later. 

9—When two chiropodists (or units of two) work together one can 
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examine and fill in sections 4 to 9 of the form and the other checks the 
list of conditions. 

10—The date—examiner’s name—tentative diagnosis and firm name 
can be filled in after the survey. 

11—When filling in the tentative diagnosis (section 12 on the form 
list each condition separately and alphabetically in order to simpli 
compilation of the final report—Arthritis, Heloma D., Hammer T., In- 
fection, Tyloma, Weakfoot. 

In some instances it will be unnecessary to fill in the “tentative diag- 
nosis” because the information can be secured from the list of conditions. 

12—When the survey has been completed send the results to the Exec- 
utive Secretary, who will assist in compiling the report, recommendations 
and proposals which are to be submitted to officials of the firm.

CHLOROPHYLL IN WOUND HEALING 


A GENERAL report is presented, covering the use of chlorophyll at the 
Winter General Hospital over a nine-month period in more than 400 
clinical cases and representing a wide variety of surgical conditions. 
When using chlorophyll for infected wounds, a rapid dion arance of 
objectionable odors associated with remarkable cleanliness of the wound 
within two or three days was noted. Granulation tissue seemed to be 
firmer, of finer texture, and to form more rapidly with chlorophyll than 
with agents previously used. Epithelization also appeared to be stimu- 
lated more by chlorophyll than by agents such as penicillin. No skin 
irritation or adverse systemic reactions have been noted, and many 

tients have spontaneously commented that the chlorophyll wet dress- 
“Ing has been much more comfortable than similar dressings with saline 
solution, boric solution, or penicillin. If chlorophyll is used as a wet 
dressing over a period of a week or more, there is a tendenecy to over- 
production of granulation tissue, so that after the wound is clean and 
odorless it is advocated that chlorophyll ointment gauze be used instead 
of the wet dressing. 

It was noted in all suppurating cases that chlorophyll caused cessation 
of pus formation in two or three days, and thenceforth there was only a 
slight serous discharge. This includes the osteomyelitis and thoracic 
empyema cases which are noted for prolonged suppuration when treated 
by other means. In the nasal and sinus cases it was noted that chlorophyll 
gave more rapid changes in the nasal mucosa and had a quicker effect in 
stopping purulent drainage than other agents. All these patients have 
noted a freer breathing after chlorophyll instillation without the dis- 
agreeable after-effects of ephedrine. All medical officers and patients 
have noted the bland qualities of chlorophyll and the tolerance of the 
patient even when it was instilled into the eye, the nose, deep intra- 
abdominal abscess cavities, and the pleural cavity. It is to be emphasized 
that chlorophyll is not antibacterial and is but weakly bacteriostatic so 
that its beneficial effect is exerted through stimulation of the cells of the 
host. That this agent is efficacious is evidenced by the fact that this 
hospital used one-half to one-third the amount of penicillin used by 
other Army general hospitals treating similar cases. We believe that 
the water-soluble chlorophyll preparations have a broad military appli- 
cation and that wide use is highly desirable. Chlorophyll is not a cure-all, 
but we are convinced that it is the best agent now known for use in the 
treatment of suppurative diseases, indolent ulcers, or where stimulation 
of tissue repair is desired and local application of this drug is possible.

The femoral vein must be palpated and both legs carefully examined. 
Although only one leg may appear affected, latent — is usually 
found in the other limb also. Clark W. Day, M.D., of Indianapolis 
believes that all foci of infection should be removed. 

With the patient on a flat surface, protective vaseline gauze bands 
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are wrapped around the ankle and below the knee. Then a soft, moist 
Contura bandage is loosely wound from the base of the toes to the knee. 
This bandage is of gauze impregnated with an emulsion of zinc oxide, 
glycerin, bolus alba, boric acid, and gelatol. An elastic, adhesive Presso- 
oie bandage is then applied with strong, even pressure over the Contura 

andage. On the thigh, the bandage starts directly below Poupart’s 
ligament. 

With chronic phlebitis the knee stays free. For acute phlebitis the 
entire leg is bandaged, but the lower leg, knee, and thigh are wrapped 
separately. A few extra circuits of elastic bandage applied under maxi- 
mum pressure prevent embolism. 

Bandages are —— daily at first, then twice a week. The patient 
should walk a mile three times a day but avoid standing. Treatment is 


continued until deep veins are no longer sensitive.

Sizable population increases have taken place on the West Coast and 
in Eastern industrial areas. Farm communities are tending to lose popu- 
lation or grow slowly. California, now our third largest state with respect 
to population, has enjoyed the largest increase—39.5 per cent since April 
1, 1940. The state of Washington notes an increase of approximately 30 

r cent above pre-war levels and Oregon’s population has incre fe 
BG r cent. Substantial gains have also been made by Arizona, U 
and Nevada. 


Southern states, on the other hand, with the notable exceptions of 
Florida and Texas, have either lost population or made small gains. States 
which have suffered actual loss of residents are: West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, Arkansas and Oklahoma. States re ran oo which are 
below the national average are North Carolina, h olina, Georgia, 
Alabama, and Tennessee. 


Florida and Texas have added to their populations, with a 23.9 per 
cent rise in Florida, and 10.1 per cent more people now living in Texas. 
Louisiana has 9.5 per cent more than before the war. 


The population of farm area is diminishing. Since 1940, Maine, New 
Ham rt Vermont, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri, North and South 
Dakota, Nebraska, Montana and Idaho, have all suffered decreases. 


The Great Lakes region of the Middle West and industrial areas in the 
East show good sized additions especially in Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Delaware and Maryland. Two of 
the largest states, New York and Pennsylvania, made comparatively small 
gains during the war years. 


The population shift points toward the West Coast and the industrial 
regions of the Middle Atlantic states and the Great Lakes, with a turning 
away from the South and the farmlands. It is a trend that seems a to 
continue. The industrial sections house penne ad fifty-seven million 

rsons, or about forty per cent of the total population, while the Pacific 
coast has 13,189,000 residents as compared with 9,579,000 before the war.

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MILITARY ASSOCIATION OF CHIROPODISTS 
By-Laws 
Art. I. Election of Members. . 


Section 1—Active members shall be elected by the members present at an 
annual meeting. The secretary shall refer all such applications together 
with such credentials as may be presented, to this meeting. 

Section 2—Honorary Members. 

Election to Honorary Membership shall be by two-thirds vote of the 
members convened at the annual meeting. The unanimous vote of the 
Advisory Board shall be a recommendation for such membership. 


Art. Il. Expulsion from Membership. 

Any member who may be dismissed from the service for conduct un- 
becoming a gentleman, or receive a dishonorable discharge, or who may 
be guilty of such conduct though then not a member of the service, may 
be expelled and debarred from any further rights or privileges when 
proper proof has been furnished. Such action shall be taken only at an 
annual meeting of the Association. 


Art. IIL. Meetings. 

The Association shall meet annually at the time and place to be fixed 
at each meeting for the one ensuing. 

At the annual meeting, the President, two Vice-Presidents, Secretary, 
and Treasurer shall be elected. The annual report of the Secretary and 
reports of Standing and Special Committees shall be received and other 
business transacted. 


Art. IV. Dues. 

Section 1—Dues shall be as prescribed on a yearly basis at each annual 
meeting. Dues shall not be raised, lowered, or otherwise compromised 
from the established figure set at the last annual meeting, except upon 
recommendation of the entire membership. Such concurrence shall be 
by ballot, by mail, under the direction of the Secretary, who shall report 
the canvass to the President and the Advisory Board. 

Dues for 1946-47 shall be three dollars ($3.00) . 


Section 2—Honorary Members shall be exempt from dues. 


Art. V. Duties of the Advisory Board. 

The Advisory Board shall meet at such times as the interest of the 
public service may require. Meetings may be called by one or more of the 
two senior members of the Board, and one of these and three others will 
constitute a quorum. 

Any action taken by the Board shall be reported to the membership by 


the President.

Undecylenic and Propionic Acids in the 
Prevention and Treatment of Dermato- 
try Captain M. B. Sulzberger (M C)

Added to the list of medications 
that have been used and are being 
used in the treatment of tinea 
pedis are the saturated fatty acids. 


We are-all aware of the chaotic 
situation that now exists in the 
therapy of Much 
of this confusion lies in the fact 
that no orderly, scientific approach 
to the problem of treatment has 
been undertaken. The authors of 
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this paper have now scientifically 
studied the clinical aspects of the 
treatment of tinea pedis with a 
number of preparations. 

Working under ideal, precise 
conditions with complete coopera- 
tion, the statistics compiled are re- 
vealing and conclusive. It was 
found that the incidence of der- 
matophytosis was greater in Florida 
than in New York. 

As a result of controlled experi- 
ments it was found that the use of 
undecylenic acid-undecylenate pow- 
der (twenty percent) reduced the 
incidence of tinea pedis by eighty- 
five percent (85).

In the treatment of tinea pedis 
the following information was 
obtained after observing the clini- 
cal course of the condition in over 
eight hundred (800) men. 

The use of undecylenic acid- 
undecylenate powder cured or im- 
proved seventy-five (75) percent. 

The use of boric acid-salicylic 
acid powder cured or improved 
forty-eight (48) percent. 

The use of undecylenic acid-un- 
decylenate ointment did not affect 
the efficacy of the therapeutic 

nt. 

According to the results obtained 
by the authors, the agent of choice 
in the treatment of tinea pedis is 
undecylenic acid-undecylenate pow- 
der or ointment.

LEGISLATION 


COLORADO 

Governor W. Lee Knous signed 
several amendments to the present 
Colorado Chiropody Practice Act 
on March 24, 1947. Briefly the 
amendments provide the follow- 
ing: 
ea) A change in definition 

The practice of chiropody is now 
defined as “the diagnosis and medi- 
cal, surgical, mechanical, manipu- 
lative and electrical treatment of 
ailments of the human toe, foot 
and leg, excepting any amputation 
and excepting the administration 
of an anesthetic other than local.” 

(b) Educational requirements 
are now one year of pre-chiropody 
college work and four years of 
chiropody education in an ap- 
proved school. 

(c) A oo practice amend- 
ment is included which prohibits 
chiropodists from maintaining their 
offices in commercial establish- 
ments, such as shoe stores, beauty 
parlors, etc.

amputations, fractures, disloca- 
tions, the treatment of varicose 
veins by surgery or injection, the 
administration of anesthetics other 
than local, the use of radium, the 
use of x-rays except for diagnosis, 
or the treatment of ‘congenital de-
